EDS Rebuts Letter to 
Michigan's Department 


of Environmental Quality 


Dear Mr. Harding (of the MDEQ): 

We at Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS), read a copy of Romu- 
lus City Councilman William Wads- 
worth's letter to you that appeared in 
The Romulus News newspaper (copy 
attached) recently, and feel that a re- 
sponse is required because his state- 
ments are misleading and inappropriate. 

As far as his complaints about pub- 
lic notice being improper are concerned, 
our firm believed that notice needed to 
be provided to a number of nearby 
communities and that the Detroit Free 
Press was the best method to accom- 
plish such notice. This same approach 
to public notice was used for Wayne 
County's Metropolitan Airport Environ- 
mental Impact Statement filed for their 
recent expansion. Mr. Wadsworth com- 
plained further about EDS placing the

rather than the Romulus Library. The 
selection of the library was made by the 
United States Environmental Protection 
Agency (USEPA), not EDS, who con- 
sidered Dearborn to be suitable for this 
purpose. Again, Wayne County has used 
the Dearborn Library rather than the 
Romulus Library. The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (MDNR) 
also believed this form of notice and 
document review served the required 
purpose by issuing the existing permit. 

With regard to our asking for con- 
sulting assistance from Mr. Al Rarick—a 
retired MDNR geosurvey geologist who 
worked on EDS' permit prior to retiring 
— we see nothing wrong with that. Mr. 
Rarick is a very knowledgeable indi- 
vidual, with many years of MDNR expe- 
rience working with injection wells, who 
we felt could be of assistance to us after 
his retirement. For Mr. Wadsworth to 
state that this is improper is not only 
wrong, butthere is no basis whatsoever 
for such a statement. 

Mr. Wadsworth's statement that 
EDS has not been "up front” with the 
citizens of Romulus because it did not 
appear in front of the City Planning 
Commission or Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals is misleading and wrong. During 
the period of December 1990 through 
October 1993, City Attorney Barry 
Seifmanwrote fourlegal opinions which 
state that the City has no jurisdiction 
over the EDS well. Several of these 
opinions were delivered to EDS by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally (now ex-Mayor) 
before the well was drilled and EDS 
relied on these opinions, as well as 
Mayor McAnally's assurances that the 
project could proceed without interfer- 
ence from the City. 

Additionally, several of EDS' attor- 
neys spoke with Mr. Seifman prior to 
installing the well. Mr. Seifman con- 
firmed that the City had no jurisdiction 
over the well and that nothing was 


needed from the City. Approximately 


one week before the well was drilled, an 
Informational Dinner was held for all 
City officials — including the Mayor, City 
Clerk, City Treasurer, Head of the Build- 
ing Department and members of his 
Staff, and members of the Planning 
Commission, Zoning Board of Appeals, 
and City Council (including Mr. Wads- 
worth) — where they were informed of 
the activities that would take place dur- 
ing the drilling of the well and its later 
operations. No City official, including 
Mr. Wadsworth, ever stated that EDS 
needed to go before the Planning Com- 
mission or the Zoning Board of Appeals 


- before, -orafterthe well was-drilled.- 


After three years of meetings, nego- 
tiations, correspondence, etc., between 
EDS and Mayor McAnally, Attorney 
Seifman, the City Council (including Mr. 
Wadsworth), and the Building Depart- 
ment — including a welcoming resolu- 
tion from the City Council issued at a 
public meeting that was broadcast on 
cable TV (and attended by Mr. Wads- 
worth), legal opinions which said that 
EDS could proceed with its project, and 
permits from the Building Department 
for several construction-related activi- 
ties — EDS proceeded to drill the well in 
July 1993. Not once during that three- 
year period did any City official, includ- 
ing Mr. Wadsworth, ever tell EDS that it 
must go before the Planning Commis- 
sion or the Zoning Board of Appeals 
before it drilled its well. 

Construction trailer, electrical, and 
water permits were issued by the City's 
building department with no request 
being made to goinfrontof the Planning 
Commission or Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals. Building Department personnel 
assisted in installing electrical hook- 
ups at the well site. No actions were 


taken to stop the well while it was being 
drilled and the Mayor and other officials 
repeatedly toured the well site and ob- 
served the operations which lasted for 
several months. During one of the 
Mayor's visits, she requested that EDS 
purchase additional property in order to 
bring its trucks into the well site by a 
different route. EDS agreed and spent 
$100,000 to acquire the new properties. 

After the well was constructed, 
Mayor McAnally asked EDS to provide 
her with a plan showing the facility lay- 
out. Such plans were presented to her 
and to David Paul, the Head of the 
Building Department, and they sug- 
gested holding off showing them to the 
Planning Commission until after the up- 
coming municipal election in November 
1993. 

Interestingly enough, Mr. Seifman 
issued his fourth legal opinion stating 
that the City had no jurisdiction over the 
well only 11 days before the City filed its 
lawsuit against EDS to stop the well. 
The City could obviously have stopped 
EDS before it installed the well, so it

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Legislative Update 


Bill Would Require Hospitals To Have 
Doctor on Duty 24 Hours a oat

Legislation to require all Michigan 
hospitals to have anonemergency doc- 
toron duty 24 hours a day to respond to 
inpatient emergencies has been intro- 
duced in the Michigan House. House 
Bill5459 would establish minimum staff- 
ing requirements at all Michigan hospi- 
tals and is modeled after a similar law in 
Indiana. 
Local Governments Could Accept 
Credit Cards 

A bill that would allow local units of 
government to acceptfinancial transac- 
tion devices for payment of taxes and 
fees has passed the Michigan House. 
House Bill 4818 would allow local gov- 
ernments to accept credit cards, debit 
cards, and electronic fund transfers for 
payment of fees. 
Proposal Would Increase Funding 
for Airport Repairs 

Legislation has been introduced that 
would earmark a portion of the sales tax 


from airplane fuel and new aircraft for 
“capital improvements at Michigan air- 


ports. House Bill 4513 would require 
that the money be set aside for im- 
provements at airports in order to help 
stimulate economic development. It is 
estimated that an additional $4 million 
would be generated each year to help 
our airports. 
Bill Would Require Computerized 
Driving Records 

Legislation that would require the 
Secretary of State's office to establisha 
centralized computerized file from which 
courts could receive a certified record 
admissible as evidence in court. House 
Bill 4496 would allow courts across 
Michigan to be linked electronically to 
the centralized system to instantly re- 
ceive certified driving records. This

would save Michigan courts time wait- 
ing forrecords requests to be processed 
and certified. 
Bill Would Eliminate Burial Witness 
Fee 

Apparently, some cemeteries in 
Michigan charge the families of a de- 
ceased person a "burial witness fee” 
that most families are unaware of until 
they get the bill from the funeral home. 
Under House Bills 5258-5260, cem- 
eteries would be prohibited from charg- 
ing such fees. Supporters say that many 
families assume that witnessing their 
loved one's burial is included inthe cost 
of the funeral, for which costs must be 
disclosed up front.

indicates to us that something changed 

politically to make the City flip-flop after 

the well was installed and just two weeks 
before the municipal elections. 

Mr. Wadsworth says in his letter 
that EDS had repeatedly told the City 
that the City had no jurisdiction. EDS 
Submits that the City and EDS were told 
that by the City's attorney, Mr. Seifman, 
through his many verbal and written 
legalopinions, and all parties concerned 
relied on Mr. Seifman and his opinions. 

This matter willbe resolved in Court 
and, in deference to Mr. Wadsworth's 
statements that the Court has ruled, the 
Court has notmade afinal ruling. Infact, 
the case hasn't even gone to trial yet. 
Further, any such ruling is subject to 
appeals, which will last, potentially, for 
years to come. 

Mr. Wadsworth's last concerns — 
about the well potentially hurting the 
City and potential impacts from trucking 
— express what we are Sure are sincere 
concerns of his. However, these issues 
were evaluated thoroughly by the MDNR 
and the USEPA prior to those agencies 
issuing permits for the well. Mr. Wads- 
worth should know from all of the infor- 
mation provided to the City and the 
City's own research on this issue that 
the EDS well cannotaccept flammable, 
explosive, or other such truly danger- 
ous liquids. EDS does not know of any 
liquid that it might possibly accept that 
would require alarger area of more than 
100 feet around a spill to be temporarily 
excluded from public use for afew hours 
until after it was cleaned up. 

We are also providing you with the 
following information, which, whencon- 
sidered objectively, describes a situa- 
tion that has nothing to do with a com- 
munity trying to enforce its zoning ordi- 
nances; rather, it's a classic example of 
politically motivated behavior.

« Videotape of the December 10, 1990 
Romulus City Council meeting at 
which the Council passed the wel- 
coming resolution for EDS and Mayor 
McAnally made strong statements 
encouraging EDS to proceed with its 
wellproject (see The Romulus News' 
August 11, 1994 editorial for quotes 
from McAnally). 

Finally, we believe that what really 
irritates Mr. Wadsworth is the fact that, 
for the last two years, he, Mayor 
McAnally, and other City officials and 
their attorneys have been saying that 
EDS constructed its well in the wrong, 
zoning district, and that the correct zon- 
ing district is MT-2. Recently, EDS ob- 
tained a property in the MT-2 zoning 
district that had been recommended by 
City Attorney Seifman and City Planner 
Dennis Meagher and has filed two in- 
jection-well permit applications with the 
Geological Survey Division of MDEQ 
(see attached letter from Lawrence Ter- 
nan, EDS attorney, dated November 1, 
1995, and addressed to Thomas Well- 
man atthe Geological Survey Division). 

Mr. Wadsworth should be more "up 
front" with you and the citizens and 
taxpayers of Romulus by explaining the 
truth. The citizens have the right to be 
informed about why the lawsuit is still 
going on, what EDS has done to try to 
settle the lawsuit, and how much of the 
taxpayers’ money will be spent if this 
matter stays in court for years to come. 

Also, Mr. Wadsworth should ex- 
plain that, under the current circum- 
stances, EDS could end up with two 
hazardous waste deepwell facilities in 
Romulus (instead of the one originally 
contemplated) and collect substantial 
damages from the City for the illegal 
and politically motivated actions it has 
taken against EDS.

Notice is hereby given by Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (“EDS”) that it is preparing 
to submit permit applications to the Region V office of the United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (USEPA) to construct and operate two Class I Commercial Hazardous 
Waste Injection Disposal Wells in the City of Romulus, Michigan in regards to Part C of the 
Safe Drinking Water Act (SDWA). - 


Part C of the Safe Drinking Water Act (SDWA) specifically mandates regulation of the 
underground injection of fluids through wells to assure that the quality of underground 
sources of drinking water is protected. Section 1421 of the SDWA requires USEPA to 
administer Underground Injection Control (UIC) programs in states which do not have 
approved UIC programs. Michigan has not acquired primacy over the UIC program, 
therefore USEPA is administering the permit program pursuant to regulations at 40 CFR Part 
147. Region V will review the permit applications pursuant to 40 CFR Parts 144, 146 and 
148, under the procedures set forth in 40 CFR 124.5. 


EDS proposes to construct the disposal wells in Romulus’ MT-2 zoning district and to inject 
non-hazardous and hazardous liquid wastes into the wells after well tests verify the suitability 
of the wells to USEPA for such use. EDS Well No. 1-12 will be located in the SW 1/4, 
NW 1/4, SE 1/4 of Section 12, T3S, R9E in Wayne County, Michigan. Liquids will be 
injected into a confined, porous rock formation approximately 4020 feet below the surface. 
EDS Well No. 2-12 surface location will be in the SW 1/4, NW 1/4, SE 1/4 of Section 12, 
T3S, R9E in Wayne County, Michigan. Liquids will be injected into a confined, porous 
rock formation approximately 4020 feet below the surface at an approximate bottom hole 
location described as the SE 1/4, NE 1/4, SW 1/4 of Section 12. The wells will be located 
south of I-94; west of Inkster Road and Total Oil’s petroleum storage facility and Ajax 
Paving’s asphalt plant; north of Shell Oil’s and Union 76 Oil’s petroleum storage facilities 
and the railroad tracks; and east of Middlebelt Road.
